week by pnvste owlri’ marks. On 
the morning of tbe sale the boope on 
each hogshead were looeened, and one 
head taken out- Then came the 
break.' The head breakman wielded 
a large ax made for thy purpose, anil 

B opening. An iron break 
b a crowbar, was nfn into 
ng, and sample bundles of 
Irawn. There were never 
three ‘breaks’ made in » 
and the sample* drawn 
d as a fair indication of t!>e 

. I sampled many a hogshead 
*f tobacco in this wsy. In those day* 
the tobaoco was sold over the hogs¬ 
head, the sample being placed on top 
in full view.”—Washington Post.
